In 1863, advancing Union troops 
forced the movement of the seat 
of Arkansas' government from 
Little Rock to Washington. 


The era—1863 to 1865—was re- 


lived for one day Wednesday, 
without the advance of federal 
soldiers, but something decided- 
ly Confederate did come up: Tho 
Rebel Yell. 


Gov, 
Orval E. Faubus and a 


host of other constitutional offi- 
cers commemorated (he 100th 
anniversary of the day when 
Washington became Arkansas' 
state capital by appearing at 
this community of some 325 per- 
sons and completing some minor 
state business.

a memorandum that the display 
of Confederate flags and a rous- 
ing Rebel Yell now and then was 
a healthy privilege and part of 
the national heritage.

Clan Met for 
Discussion

ALBANY, N.Y. (AP)-Oov. 


Nelson A. Rockefeller formally 
announced his candidacy for 
the Republican nomination for 
president today and said he 
would enter the New Hampshire 
and other presidential prefer- 
ence primaries between now 
and the Republican National 
convention next July. 


"I have reached this decision 


because 
I believe that vital 


principles are at stake i n the 
n e x t presidential election," 
Rockefeller said in a statement 
to a gathering of newsmen at 
the state capitol. 


Rockefeller said: 
"These principles and the pol- 


icies to best support them must 
be brought before the American 
people and the delegates to the 
Republican National Convention 
for their thoughtful considera- 
tion.' ' 


Rockefeller r e n e w e d his 


charge that the national admin- 
istration of Democratic Presi- 
dent Kennedy had failed to un- 
derstand and meet "the menace 
of international collumism," to 
stimulate the economy and to 
strengthen the unity of the free 
world. 


•.Rockefeller did not refer in 


his brief statement to his role 
as .the underog in what has been 
the undeclared contest for the 
nomination. 


Nor dad he refer to his di- 


vorce and remarriage, which 
have been largely blamed for 
his -currently poor standing in 
polls on the nomination. 


Rockefeller 
proposed 
that 


Sen. Barry Goldwater of Ari- 
zona and other potential candi- 
dates als_o enter the New Hamp- 
shire primary. 


"It is my sincere hope that 


other candidates will make use 
of the (primary) so that all of

mary presents an excellent op- 
portunity to do so, forthrightly 
and undiluted by fence-strad-

WASHINGTON (AP)-There 


is speculation in farm circles 
that the Soviet Union may be 
counting on American g r a i n 
growers and exporters to put 
pressure on the Kennedy ad- 
ministration to eliminate a bar- 
rier holding up a big sale of 
wheat to the Soviet bloc. 


Blocking the sales and caus- 


ing Soviet Premier Khrushchev 
to threaten to break off wheat 
negotiations is a stipulation by 
President 
Kennedy that 
the 


grain be moved on American- 
owned ships to the extent they 
are available. 


The freight rates on the Amer- 


ican vessels are reported 20 to 
30 per cent higher than those of 
foreign ships. The American 
ships..have higher labor and oth- 
er costs. 


The Soviets have made clear 


that they want the grain moved 
the cheapest way possible. 


Farm leaders said it is pos- 


sible that Khrushchev may be

Speculator's 
Profits May 
Show Decline 


By SAM DAWSON

NEW YORK (AP) — Higher 


stock margin requirements may 
cut trading volume on the na- 
tion's exchanges and also the 
amount of profit a speculator 
may hope- for—if he guesses 
right. And it's the speculator, as 
distinguished from the investor, 
that the Federal Reserve Board 
has in mind in raising the cash 
ante to 70 per cent from 50 per 
cent in buying stocks. 


But the effect on stock prices 


themselves 
of 
changing 
the 


margin rules may be only tem- 
porary, if past experience is a 
guide. And the Fed, in truth, 
disavows any interest in sway- 
ing price trends. 


Most stock buyers, whether in- 


dividuals or institutions, prob- 
ably will be affected very little, 
since they usually buy for cash 
as an investment. 


Exchange officials stress that 


the percentage of the daily 
volume done on credit, although 
usually rising in boiling mark- 
ets, is probably smaller than 
most onlookers suspect. 


And 
exchanges 
and 
their 


member brokerage houses also 
have margin rules, usually call- 
ing for more cash to be put up 
well before a stock's price drops 
to the official margin set by the 
Fed. 


But that regulator ot credit 


notes 
that 
the 
total 
credit 


volume—borrowing from broker 
or from banks to buy stock—has 
risen 43 per cent in the last year 
to 
about $7 billion. In 
that 


period consumer credit, more 
familiar to most families, was 
going up 10 per cent. 


Those who buy on margin 


usually do so because that way 
they can make more money 
than if they pay cash—if they've 


chosen the right stocks. They 
can lose more, too, if they've 
picked lemons. 


Suppose you have $1,000 for 


stock buying. If the price of 
your choice is $100, say, you 
can buy 10 shares for cash. 
Monday, when the margin was 
50 per cent, you could have 
bought—or got part equity in— 
20 shares. If the price goes up 
to $125 as you hope, you've 
made $25, minus commissions, 
if you paid cash. But ^ou've 
made $50, minus commissions 
and interest on the loan, if you 
bought on margin. 


If the stock drops sharply in 


price, of course, you may rind 
your broker selling it and wip- 
ing out your account. 


Today, with the margin at 70 


per cent, you can't buy 20 
shares on margin with your 
$1,000. You'd need $1,400 in cash 
plus the $600 your broker lent 
you. And the price would have 
to rise higher for you to get the 
same yield on the cash involved.

golfers. About 50 to 55 of them, 
including the top pros of the na- 
tion, will be picked by next July 
based on their showing in PGA 
tournaments. 


In order to permit some of the

U.S. pros to have a chance to 
qualify for the Carling Tourna- 
ment, Carling will pick approx- 
imately 45 others based on their

WASHINGTON (AP)-It's like 


a gloomy class in arithmetic: 
subtract, add a little, subtract, 
subtract. This is the way Con- 
gress handles foreign aid, as it 
did in the past and is doing 
now.

Hostility to the program grows 
yearly, in and out of Congress, 
as it has since it started in 1947. 
It's worse now. The aid in 1C 
years has gone over $100 billion.

asked almost $5 billion. The 
House, always quicker with the 
clippers than the Senate, cut it 
fiercely.

The Kennedy administration 


began shutting off the aid in 
several directions. When lasl 
Friday's coup was completed, 
Diem and his brother, Ngo Dinh 
Nhu, who some considered the 
real ruler of Viet Nam, were 
dead and military leaders were 
in control. 


Yet, although Browne said 


^the Kennedy administration had 
^started cutting down the aid last 


Aug. 21, news of it didn't start 
coming out of the administration 
until October, and then only in 
pieces at a time.

known he didn't think the war 
against the Communist guerril- 
las in Viet Nam could be won 
without some changes in Diem's 


^government. He said: 


"I don't think the war can be 


won unless the people support 
the effort and, in my opinion, in 
the last two months the govern- 
ment has gotten out of touch 
with the people. With changes 
in policy and perhaps in person- 
nel, I think (popular support) 
can be regained." 


There couldn't be much doubt 


,—when he mentioned changes 


•'in "personnel" — that he was 


suggesting Diem get rid of his 
brother who, as head of the se- 
cret police, had become hated. 


Diem wouldn't budge. Three 


days after Kennedy spoke Diem 
said: "It is I who make the de- 
cisions." 


In another television 
inter- 


view Sept. 9 Kennedy seemed 
uncertain about what to do or 


*how to do it. He said that day: 
* 
"We have to deal with the 


government there...We are us- 
ing our influence to persuade 
the government there to take 
steps which will win back sup- 
port. We must be patient." 


And he said "it would not be 


helpful at this time" to reduce 
U.S. aid to Viet Nam but he con- 
ceded reductions might bring

• ment structure there."

WASHINGTON (AP)-Presi- 


dent Kennedy has won the first 
0 big round in his attempt to get 


a civil rights bill through Con- 
gress this year. But he may be 
on the ropes, with no bill passed 
before the year ends. 


Time, 
because 
there isn't 


much left of 1963, and the oppo- 
sition of Southern Democrats in 
the Senate will work against 
him. There have been four main 
steps in this struggle 
so far, 


with two more still to come. 
* 1. There was no indication 


until June 19 that Kennedy in- 
tended to ask Congress for a 
strong, new civil rights law this 
year. In the spring Negro dem- 
onstrations, with accompanying 
violence, built up tensions. 


On June 19 he presented Con- 


gress with a fairly strong pro- 
gram. There was instant oppo- 
sition from Southern Democrats. 
^ Republicans, or some of them, 


in House and Senate were rath- 
er reserved. 


The bill, as a necessary p?-e 


Hminary before it could get to 
the full House for a vote, went 
to the House Judiciary Commit- 
tee. On this committee, headed 
by Rep. Emmanuel Celler, D- 
N.Y., liberals of both parties 
dominate. 


2. Under the urging o! civil 
6 rights advocates they decided 


the Kennedy bill wasn't strong 
enough. So they scrapped Ken- 
nedy's proposal, although re- 
taining some of it, and put to- 
gether a much stronger one oi 
their own. 


It should be remembered that 


in this Congress, where there is 
a big gap between Southern anc 
liberal Democrats, not all Re- 
publicans see eye to eye with 
' their House leader, the conserv- 


ative Charles HaYleck of Indi- 
ana. 


Instantly Kennedy was afraid 


this strong bill was too strong 
to pass in this • overwhelmingly 
conservative 
Congress which, 


although run by huge Democrat- 
ic majorities, nas been less than 
ecstatic about a civil rights bill 
at all. 
\ He sent his brother, 
Atty. 


Gen. Robert F. Kennedy, to 
Cellar's committee to plead for 
a softer bill. This didn't make 
a dent. So the President him- 
self took a hand. 


3. He began calling White 


House conferences, a number 
of them over several days, of 
Democratic and Republican lead 
ers to ask them to use their 
weight to tone down the com- 
\ mittee bill. He finally got his 


way. 


But it was worked out in 


amazing fashion. 


The Kennedy administration 


and Republicans in the House- 
but not House Democrats — 
worked out a compromise bill 
which Republicans agreed to 
and Democrats on the Celler 
committee were finally persuad- 


I ed to accept. 
' 4. So Tuesday at the House' 


Judiciary Committee voted to 
scrap the strong bill its mem- 
bers had wanted and approved 
the one manufactured by the 
administration and the Repub- 
licans. 


This is stronger than the first 


Kennedy bill but weaker than 
the one the Judiciary Commit- 
tee wanted to substitute for it. 
| It was promptly denounced as 


too weak by some of the lead- 
ers among the civil rights advo- 
cates. 
• 
• 


And — the Kennedy admin- 


istration was so grateful to the 
Republicans that the attorney 
general publicly praised them. 
Any chance of a civil rights bill 
becoming law this year without 
their help would have been re- 


* mote. 
* 
It was an astonishing admis- 


sion when it is remembered 
that in this Congress 
Demo- 


crats so far outnumber Repub- 
licans they could put anything 
through—if they operated as a 
single party and stuck together. 
But they don't. 


At this point time begins to 


play its vital, perhaps 
fatal, 


part in the two big remaining 
ii steps. 


5. It is now Oct. 30. It will 


take the Judiciary Committee 
10 days or so to draft a report 
on the bill. Then this goes to 
the Rules Committee where it 
may be held up for a week 
or more before getting to the 
House for a vote. 


That will mean oast mid-No- 


vember. Allowing for other de- 


f 
lays, and the Thanksgiving Day 
* holiday, it may be Dec. 1 be- 


fore the Senate will or can start 
to act even though the House 
approves before them. 


But. in order to try to kill the 


bill altogether. Senate Demo- 
crats from the South will fili- 
buster. And there will be othff- 
jockeying. A filibuster can lake 
weeks. Then the Christmas hol- 
idays intrude. 
^ 
So it will be no surprise if a 


civil rights bill doesn't pass this 
year. Maybe it will in 1901.
